a wing frame is ojWally mounted to the frame so that it can be pivoted from a 

working configuration/to aWarVsport configuration; 
a hopper for hoJdingvfeeec 

a pivot arm having^a^rstpftd and a second end, the first end of the pivot arm 
is pivotally mounted to the wflpg^frame, the pivot arm having a working position and a 
transport position; 

a planting unit is mounted to the second end of the pivot arm, the planting unit 
comprises a seed meter, an auxiliary hopper and a furrow opener, when the pivot 
arm is in its working position theiplanting unit is in contact with the ground; 

a flexible tube extends between the hopper and the auxiliary hopper of the 
planting unit for directing seed from the hopper to the planting unit; 

when the wing frame is moved to its transport configuration, the pivot arm is 
moved to its transport position wherein the planting units are pivoted vertically.
